There was a great crowd present 
and much crowding and jostling as the 
excursionists boarded the train.

ed his pocketbook. He stepped out be- 
fore the train started and

flush with money. Mr. Forbes also tele- 
phoned further instructions to the Cohoes 
police.

Mohawk street, Cohoes. He has no safe, 
and as the money was to be paid out in a 
day or two he did not care to deposit it, 
and thought it would be perfectly safe in 
his pocket today. There is little doubt that 
the pocketbook was taken when he was 
boarding the train this morning and that 
»n attempt was also made to get his wifes 
watch. She felt a tugging at her waist 
while in the jam at the depot and after 
entering the car found the bar gone from 
the end of her watch chain.

an eight-year-old school boy writing on 
"The Labor Question," and shows very 
plainly that the writer is of the same 
opinion as the farmer who said:_ "Yes, my 
horse is terribly afraid of the electric cars, 
but I shan't drive him around them any 
until he gets used to them." 


In connection with this it may be well 


to explain to the public, which our friend 
shows such consideration for, that a horse 
broken to the cars on the Adams road 
has to be driven around them in the street 
as well before he can be called broken; 
also that all horses handled, by at least 
one trainer, are so hampered when on the 
streets that a runaway is almost impossi- 
ble, and, so far as is known, interferes 
with no one's business. 


As for endangering the lives of the pub- 


lic, let it be for any fair minded citizen to 
say which does so to the greater extent, 
the breaking of the horse by the trainer, 
or the attempt by his owner to drive him 
for business or pleasure before he is 
broken? 


As far as I know, at the present time 


any one who is sober and does not inter- 
fere with other teams more than is neces- 
sary in driving, has a right to use the pub- 
lic streets, Bnd until such time as it is 
proven otherwise, and while I enjoy a 
share of the public patronage I shall con- 
tinue to do business at the old stand, 111 
Union street. Yours etc. 


"A TRAINER." 


braclford >1. Couch. 


Brief mention was made in yesterday's 


THANSCPIPT of the death at Northampton 
yesterday morning of Bradford M. Couch, 
father of M. E. Couch of this town. The 
IjTorthampton Herald in its notice of Mr. 
Couch's death says: 


'•A man who was a conspicuous example 


of the representative New England type 
of the days when New England furnished 
men that were every inch men, was Brad 
ford M. Couch, who died at his home on 
Cherry street this morning. Since the death 
of his wife in November, 1892, Mr. Couch 
had been gradually failing physically and 
for tte last six weeks failure had been so 
rapid that his death Was not unexpected 
to his family, although the general public 
has not been aware that the end was so 
near. 


Mr. Couch was born June 1,1819, in Lee, 


and lived there for forty years. 
For over 


twenty years he was widely known as one 
of the best millwrights in the country; 
building large paper mills throughout New 
England and New York, at times employ- 
ing over 200 men. 
In 1859 he came to 


Northampton for the purpose of rebuild- 
ing a: paper mill for William Clark & 
Sons. 
' 
' In 1880 he bought 


the plant known as the Sheffield Iron 
works of Florence, where he conducted a 
successful business until, in 1890, failing 
health oblighed him to sell out. 


"For the last five years Mr. Couch had 


not engaged in active business but his in- 
telligently discriminating interest in all 
that pertains to the wellfare of the com- 
munity, state or country had been as alive 
and alert, and as characteristic of a man 
of board mind and broad sympathies, as 
ever. Mr. Couch held strong convictions 
on all questions of moment and, was fear- 
less in thfeir expression and advocacy, & 
trait frequently illustrated on the battle- 
fields of the old town meeting days, when 
he was a leading champion always of pro- 
gress, always on the right side of every 
question. Many remember his earnest, 
telling speeches in defence of measures 
which the too conservative or narrow- 
visioned disapproved, and a notable victory 
he largely hoped to win in the fight for 
school-improvement, his influence having 
been especially potent in the efforts to se- 
cure musical instruction in the schools, 
the opposition having been led by some of 
the most prominent citizens, who thought 
the three Rs quite enough for the public 
school beneficiaries, and if the rich man 
wanted more advantages for his children 
he could secure them elsewhere. To which 
selfish and short-sighted reasoning Mr. 
Couch responded with a ringing rebuke, 
pleading for the rights of the poor man's 
children, which went a long way toward 
winning the case for the progressive side. 


"Mr. Couch had been a prominent mem- 


ber of the Methodist Episcopal church for 
forty years, and superintendent of its Sun- 
day school for many years until he felt 
compelled to decline farther re-election, 
and had been a. leader in temperance and 
other moral reform and 
humantarian 


work. 


"Five sons and two daughters live to 


honor the memory of their parents, E. M. 
of this city, H. L. of Dayton, Ohio, L. B. 
of Nyack, N. Y., M. E. of North Adams, 
F. M. of Dalton', Mrs. Helen E. Cbadwick 
and Mrs. Lucy L. McMann of New York. 


"The funeral will be held at the house

AX HONORED ANCESTOR. 


MONUMENT ERECTED TO MEMORY OF 


DR. JACKSON'S GRANDFATHER. 


Very Pleasant Words in an Address About 


the Doctor Himself. 


The Dansville Advertiser of Jane 20 con- 


bains some matter that would beof interest 
to many North Adams people. The mat- 
ter to which reference here is -nade is an 
article by James H. Jackson, son of Dr. 
Caleb 
Jackson 
on 
the 
doctor's 


grandfather, 
an illustrious 
ancestor, 


and a very able address by the same 
author, which was delivered at the dedica- 
tion of a monument to his great grand- 
father. About this honored ancestor Mr. 
Jackson in his report had this to say: 


'Col. Giles Jackson was born in Western, 
Massachusetts, near Boston, Jan. 27, 1733, 
and died May 4,1810, in old Tyringham, 
where when a young man he settled. He 
was a representative in the general court 
fourteen years; member of the provincial 
congress which met at Watertown. Salem 
and Cambridge in 1774. He served at the 
battles of Bunker Hill. White Plains, Mon- 
mouth, Yorktown and Saratoga. He was 
commissioned major of the First Berk- 
shire regiment in August. 1775, and later 
in the year was appointed lieutenant col- 
onel of the same regiment. He was chief 
of the staff of Gen. Horatio Gates at the 
battle of Saratoga, and drafted with his 
own hand the so-called Convention of 
Saratoga, under which Gen. Burgoyne 
surrendered. The original draft is how in 
possession of one of his descendants, and 
the signed Convention is in the archives 
of the New York Historical society. 
I 
saw the cellar of the house where Col. 
Giles lived after he was first married, and 
where fourteen of his children were born 
of his first wife Anna Thomas. I also saw 
the house, and brought away some relics 
from it, which he built afterwards when 
he married his second wife, Sarah Atwood 
Orton, a widow with five children. By 
this wife he had six cildren, so that he 
was the father of twenty children, making 
at one time, under his own roof, and at 
his table, twenty-five children, father and | 
mother. I saw the house where he lived 
one winter, and from which went to 
school every day sixteen children. 
He 
was a noble old gentleman, and begat a 
sturdy race of descendants, and deserves 
to have his memory perpetuated in gran- 
ite for his patriotism, and all other vir- 
tues of a good citizen and man." 
* 


The monument to the colonels memory 


was erected at Monterey. It is of Quincy 
granite, about seven by three feet at base, 
and seven feet high. On one side is this 
inscription: "This monument was dedi- 
cated the 12th of June, and is erected by 
Dr. James C. Jackson, his grandson, Dr. 
James H. Jackson of Dansville, N. Y., his 
great-grandson, Dr. John J. Orton of 
Lakeville, Conn., great-grandson, and 
James Arthur Jackson, great-great-grand- 
son." 


In the excellent dedicatory address this 


reference was made to the well known 
occupant of "Happy Thought Cottage," 
now on his summer visit to Dansville, 
whose achievements in times of peacfi5 
have been as valuable to humanity as 
those of his grandfather in times, of war: 


I am very thankful to my cousin,Dr. John 
Orton, for introducing me so pleasantly to 
you. 
I am no orator. So far as I know 
the gifts of orttory, if ever possessed by 
any remote ancestor of the Jackson family, 
descended alone upon my father, Dr. 
James Caleb Jackson. 
He began his 
career as a public speaker in the temper- 
ance field while yet in his teens, and later 
he espoused the anti-slavery cause. He 
filled the office of corresponding secretary 
of the American Anti-Slavery society for 
two years, was first editor of the Madison 
County Abolitionist, afterward of the 
Liberty Press of Utica, and finally became 
the proprietor of the Albany Patriot 
which he edited until the formation of the 
Free Soil party. He was the compeer of 
Garrison, Gerrit Smith and other anti- 
slavery lights, and as an eloquent and 
effective speaker has probably done as 
much work as any man in the country. 
He greatly regrets his inability to be with 
us today by reason of the feebleness inci- 
dent to his eighty-fifth year.

The Commencement 
anniversary 
at 


Williams college has always been of in- 
ttvi-st to Berkshire county. That this in- 
tfiv-t today is exactly such as it formerly 
wa- probably cannot be affirmed. But it 
!» not to be assumed that the college is 
Dot as worthy of it. Times change, and 
lu-n and institutions change with them. 
TliK change in general is one of progress, 
and Williams college is undoubtedly bet- 
ter equipped for educational attainment 
than it has ever been. That its students 
do not achieve a better development in 
jiipn and character than in former years, 
-nay result from conditions the college 
cannot control. 


It is doubtless true the Commencement 


observance is not so impressive to this 
section and the county as it was many 
years ago. When the event occurred in 
August and all the dignitaries of the 
c unity, and many from farther bounds, 
,'ttended it as a customary and prized re- 
union, the Commencement stage was a 
mattt r to be long remembered. To many 
oi our readers, now in middle life, it 
i>n- 


do;ilitedly remains as the most august 
"ijitctr.ck- in their memories. 
All that 


'liii-t 
conferred 
distinction 
in 
those 


<lu^ \\as represented upon it—profcs- 
skunl eminence, public position, honored 
Jjut rot enfeebled years, and distinguished 
chp-racter. 
But the same assemblage 


would not be so impressive now. ijtand- 
ards of influence have changed, and the 
pro'essions are no longer in the public 
nind what they formerly were. For a 
time the ministry ruled Massachusetts, 
and then the lawyers, but neither do so 
now. 
These professions are not so excln- 


bh t-ly inviting to able men as they forme r- 
];,- were, and able men are more abun- 
dant in other walks than they were be- 
fore the civil war. That transforming 
ex; erience was a dividing line in many 
fields-, and since it the life of Berkshi re 


!IET> been different, if larger, and the dis- 
tinction of Williams college different alf-o, 
hut not less worthy of regard. 


For, dispite all the change, which ca n 


be felt as well as seen, the conviction 
ht,!ds with us that there has never been 
higher purpose or more devoted labor 
givtn in Williams college than that be- 
stowed there now. The educational ide.il 
ib hii^h and broad, the aspiration intense 
ant! worthy, the sacrifice of gain to ser- 
vice as conspicuous in its instruction now 
a^ it ha-, ever been. The equipment in 
buildings and faculty is larger than be- 
fore, and all the inherited tendency and i n- 
citement of the past is operative and shap- 
ing in the aims which animate its effbit. 
The Mission monument marks the spot 
where most consecrated lives were pledged 
to most laborious and exacting struggle. 
The memory of illustrious instructors is 
still effective there. And the elevating 
associations of a pleasing and noble land- 
scape still work their silent ministry 
upon the hearts and mind of ingenuous 
and susceptible youth. 


We cannot have both poverty 
and 


riches, and if the self-denial of earlier col- 
lege years was wonderfully effective in 
developing the distinctive character of 
Williams' students, it must be held that 
her present greater means have also their 
corresponding good. 
Certainly no col- 


lege, by the lives of its instructors, by its 
cherished memories, by the rich inherit- 
ance of its past, can more stimulate man- 
liness and sincerity of life than Williams 
college can. We of North Adams believe 
in the college and are proud of it, as Berk- 
shire also is. It has been true to country, 
and to a devoted religious faith, to hon- 
esty from man to men, to simple living 
and to as high thinking as it could develop 
by laborious instruction and by the exam- 
ple and stimulus of many very able and 
devoted lives. 


In this delightful season of summer 


weather, the college closes the one hun- 
dred and first of its strenuous and pro- 
gressive years, amid scenes of great nat- 
ural beauty calculated to feed the mind 
with serene and pleasing thoughts. But • 
its position as to taxes toward the town it 
has largely developed is not so gratifying, 
and it has to report a-defie.it. of income^ 
Upon its relation to the town we refrain 
from discussion, as from a family differ- 
ence where even friends work harm by a. 
presumptuous haste with words to widi n 
an issue which time may heal. But th it 
Williams college should be hampered .n 
its course of public good for means to 
carry on its strikingly economical admiii- 
istiation is a matter for keen regret. 


If we might presume to say a word 


upon the college situation as it strikes 
broadly the the public eye, it would be to 
suggest that the 
undergraduates as a 


body should be induced to continue there 
as students under instruction and subject 
to college rules. It should not be neces- 
sary to so highly entertain the young im n 
during the years they occupy with books, 
and with a presumed purpose for ment.il 
rather than physical training. 
The su- 


perior advantages of a ball field, or tlie 
reputation for foot ball, or the extra melo- 
diousness of the 
musical clubs, seem 


rather too determinate of the size of col- 
lege classes. The lavish outlay for athlet- 
ics, and the aspiration for undergraduate 
popularity on the basis of good fellowship 
are noticeable now in college life, together 
with a certain willingness on the part of 
the students to determine how'the faculty 
shall behave. 
We suppose a college 


to see Williams college set the example of 
having only so many as could be content 
to stay there because of the opportunities 
for developing in mind and character she 
so abundantly provides. We should like 
this experiment to demonstrate an avoid- 
ance of any attempt to persuade young 
men to accept of an education, as an un- 
avoidable ofl-set to four years of indul- 
gence and self-direction. 
Small classes, 


ambitious to excel. in intellectual and 
worthy ways, would bring to the college 
in the end more honor, and would more 
advance her purpose for good, than a 
whole raft of student attendance largely 
devoted to having a good time. 
A little 


Puritan asceticism and subordination of 
college youth to wholesome subsidence 
and restraint would be an application of 
early principles calculated to attract to 
Williams college the 
kind of young 


men who have made her alumni as a 
whole so serviceable to this country and in 
foreign lands. 


INTEREST IN FORT MASSACHUSETTS. 


That there is a general pride and wide 


interest taken in the site and history of 
Old Fort Massachusetts throughout West- 
ern Massachusetts and eastern New York 
is evidenced by the attention paid by the 
press of our larger community to aji edi- 
torial on the subject recently appearing 
in these columns. Yesterday we reprinted 
an editorial from the Troy Times discuss- 
ing the historic value of the site located 
just west of our town, and we here give 
the Springfield Republican's comment in 
regard to the plan of marking in some 
fitting way this historic spot. The Re- 
publican says: 


The North Adams board of trade is 


readv to co-operate with the authorities 
of Williams college in preserving the site 
of old Fort Massachusetts, where Col. 
Ephraim Williams commanded before he 
marched to his death at Lake George,and 
where he made the plans which grew into 
the founding of the Berkshire college. 
The thing ought to be done in a handsome 
way. It is the one place in that region of 
largest historical importance, and the 
men who will unite to bring it within the 
compass of a large public park to be held 
forever for the use and benefit of the 
people of North Adams, Blackinton and 
Williamstown will earn the popular grati- 
tude forever. Such a park should include 
the hillsides of the east whence the In- 
dians came to attack the fort.and as much 
more as can be provided for. 
Williams- 


town and North Adams are attracting 
some residents of large means and such 
might well give generous assistance to a 
project of this kind. It is an idea to be 
welcomed by those who are able to give. 
After a park project has been started it is 
very apt to grow, just as Forese park in 
this city has expanded from the initiative 
of O. H. Greenleaf. Who will lead off in 
a big way?

It is 


THE COLIMA DISASTER. 


United States Government Official Tells What 


He Kiows of the Matter. 


WASKIXSTOX, June 25.—An official ac- 


count of tho wreck of the Coliina has 
reached Jie state department from United 
Stiite^ Consul Battle at Acapulco, Hex. 
He transmits the statement of Mr. Chil- 
berg, corroborated by three other passen- 
gers iiud two seamen, saying the wind 
and heavy sea and probably a leak in the 
vessel caused the wreck. Twenty-one per- 
sons were picked up by the San Juan, and 
10, who went ashore on life rafts, were 
taken eare of by the government of Coliina. 
New Mexico steamers rendered prompt 
service. One hundred and sixty-five per- 
sons were lost and 31 were saved, and the 
consul believes but that little more of the 
missing will ever be known.

COLUMBIA WINS. 


Cornell Second and Pennsylvania Last In the 


Triangular Race. 


POITGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 25.—The 


triangular race between Columbia, Cor- 
nell ami the University of Pennsylvania 
was pulled off last night. 


Cornell was beaten by about six boat 


lengths, and, while the victory was being 
won, Pennsylvania men, within three- 
quarters of a mile of the finish, were sit- 
ting in their shell, waist deep in the 
water, waiting to be rescued by a tug.

THE BIITISH CRISIS. 


Eircourt and Ualfoar Talk to 
Com- 


moners on the Subject. 


Probability of Early Dissolu- 


tion of Parliament. 


Government majority In the House of Commons 


Has Fairly Vanished. 


LONDON, June 25. — The house of com- 


mons was crowded with members and 
visitors at the openiug of yesterday's sit- 
ting. Upon the appearance of Mr. Ban- 
nennan, secretary of state for war, the 
Liberals gave him an ovation. The Irish 
members sat silent. 


Sir William Harcourt made a brief 


statement, saying that as the adverse vote 
on Friday was in effect a vote of want of 
confidence in the secretary of state for 
war, with whom the government had asso- 
ciated themselves, they had therefore 
placed their resignations in the hands of 
the queen, who had accepted them. 


The government, he said, would hold 


office only until their successors had been 
appointed, and he, therefore, would move 
that the house adjourn ; but it was indi- 
spensable before this was done that the 
Behring se*i bill be passed in order that it 
might receive the royal assent. 


In quitting office, Sir William said he 


desired to tender to the gentlemen with 
whom lie had had die honor of acting his 
grateful thanks for their constant and un- 
failing support. He also desired to ac- 
knowledge the courtesy which had in- 
variably been shown to him by his politi- 
cal opponents. 


Mr. Balfour appealed to the members of 


the opposition for an expression of their 
sympathy. Whatever they might think 
of the policy which has been pursued by 
the government, all of their political op- 
ponents recognized the chancellor of the 
exchequer as one of the greatest orna- 
ments of the house, and one who ever kept 
the dignity of the assembly in view. 


Mr. Balfour thought that the proper 


constitutional course to adopt would have 
been to dissolve parliament. For a gov- 
ernment in the position of the present one, 
to rcbign it was practically equivalent to a 
determination on their part to put the 
burden of office upon the opposition. It 
was not in accordance with the best tra- 
ditions of the house. 


At the conclusion of the remarks of Mr. 


Balfour the Behring sea bill passed its 
third reading, Dr. Tanner alone objecting 
on the ground that he would object to the 
passage of any bill by the house while the 
Irish land bill was dormant. The house 
then adjourned. 


Interesting Data. 


The full house of commons consists of 


670 members. The vote by which the gov- 
ernment was defeated was 132 to r>5— a 
total of only 257, or much less than half a 
hou-,0. The Gladstone government started 
in with d majority of -10 nearly three years 
ago. To fill vacancies caused by death, 
resignation, and promotion to the house of 
lords, (52 by-elections have been held, the 
rcteiilts of which have steadily pulled down 
tlie government majority until it has 
fairly vanished, when the 
disaffected 


among the original supporters of the gov- 
ernment vote with the opposition, or 
even when they merely abstain from vot- 
ing. 


In these by-elections the Liberals havs 


lost nine seats— Huddorsfield, Grimsby, 
Liulithgow, Hereford, K'orfar, Brigg, Mid- 
Norfolk, Wai worth and Inverness; and 
have gained four— Walsall, Pontefract, 
Hexam and Colchester; while one mem- 
ber, T. H. Boltou, has changed skli>.-> with- 
out re-election.

of the members of the whitcoup band, and 
they 


Immediately Gave Him Notice 


that unless better reports were heard ha 
would receive a visit from them, and that 
the call would not be u social one. 


It would seem that the whitecaps 


thought their warn ing did not have suffi- 
cient effect, for during the small hours of 
the night Leonard's slumbers were rudely 
disturbed. 


The whitecuns produced a strong strap, 


and having ftiitcucd that securely about 
Leonard's neck they began a race around 
the yard, first one and then another taking 
turns at the burdensome end of the leather 
halter. 


After having satisfied their craving for 


this sort of -.port, they drew up in trout of 
a large maple tree. 


Having securely fastened him, they re-

A Very Thorough Whipping.

WEATHER ANU CROPS. 


Light Bains Proved Beneficial u. 


Nearly All Sections, 


Corn Crop Making Remark- 


ably Good Progress. 


Apples Appear to Be In Much Better Condi- 


tion Than Anticipated. 


BOSTON, June 25.—The weather crop Bul- 


letin for the past week, issued by the New 
England weather service, in conjunction 
with the department of agriculture, is as 
follows: 


The past week has been warm and favor- 


able on the whole for the growth of all 
crops. Light rains were general in tlie 
latter part of the week in nearly all sec- 
tions and did much good. In Massachu 
setts' a hailstorm passed over Worcester 
oouuty on Sunday afternoon, but did very 
little damage. Light frosts were reported 
in some pluses, but were of very little con- 
sequence. The farmers in the northern 
states and in Massachusetts are having a 
grout deal of trouble with the potato bug, 
and this little post is doing a great deal of 
damage to the potato crop. Some haying 
wa? done last week, and this work will 
now bo pushed forward until finished. 
Hoeing was not so general, still a great 
deal of it was done. 
The corn prospects 


arc good, and almost all of our correspond- 
ents remark about the growth and looks 
of the present crop. Potatoes, oats and 
rye are not yet suffering for the want of 
water.

More Rain Would Be Welcome. 


The week was very warm in Maine, 


and no ram full until Saturday, when u 
light rain fell that did much good. Crops 
aro looking finely and promise well ii 
they meet with no seriou.s setback, but 
what they now need most is it good heavy 
soaking rain. The ground is Dotting dry. 
but tlie pastures are still good. Hoeing is 
the chief occupation now, and some hay 
was cut. Corn is forward and looking 
finely, and tlie grass is fully two weeks in 
advance. Farmers all report that tho hay 
crop will not be as large as anticipated 
earlier in the season. 
Grass on the old 


fields is light 
Cut worms are doing some 


damage in West Levant. 


Better Ontlonk For Apples. 


Light showers fell in some sections on 


Friday, and on Saturday a heavy rain fell 
throughout New Hampshire and soaked 
ground well and was of great benefit to 
all growing crops. Some haying was com- 
menced in tlie early part of the week, 
whi?h was done to save it from the threat- 
ened drouth. Grass in the old lands i« 
turning yellow. 
Strawberries arc now 


nearly ripe and will have but a short ruu. 
A few ripe .strawberries have shown here 
and there. In Hillsboro county the ap- 
ples arc blighted and'are dropping off. 
Cut worms have also made their appear- 
ance in. some gardens, making it neces- 
sity to resow some scud. The appltyjirop 
prospect is much brighter now than rf feiv 
weeks ago, and it is believed that a fair 
crop will be gathered. Pears and peaches 
look well. Corn is doing finely and a 
cood yield is promised. 
Potatoes are 


somewhat backward. 


Too Many Bugs. 


The drouth of hist year and 
early 


spring of thi-, year, together with the sjvcro 
cold weather in May, has injured'the gra-,3 
crop in Vermont. Some haying has been 
done, and thi-. week \vill find most of the 
farmers haying 
Hoeing i» a little late. 


The' early part of the week was dry and 
hot, but during the last few days of the 
week light rams were general in nearly all 
sections and crops were greatly benefited. 
The potatoes are doing well, but the potato 
bug and tlie squash bug have made their 
appearance and are causing the farmers a 
great deal of worry. 
The corn is doing 


finely and promises a good yield. 
In 


eastern Vermont the corn is as yet r.ither 
small. Oat*, rye and beans have done 
well in the past week. Horn flies on cat- 
tle have not shown up this year to any 
extent; pastures are good, having been 
kept in prime shape by the heavy dews. 
Grass in old mowing grounds is thin and 
short. 


Ahead of Time. 


The week generally has been fine grow- 


ing weather, and the showers on Friday 
put things very much forward through- 
out Massachusetts. The hot weather did 
much good and brought many old fields 
of grass to maturity and nearly all vege- 
tation to a good point. Haying has begun 
in some places, and the yield will be 
smaller than is usual. Cranberry bogs 
that can be flowed are doing nicely, but 
tho dry bogs need rain badly. Straw- 
berries and cherries are- doing well, but 
pears and other fruits are falling from the 
trees. Current worms have not yet ap- 
peared. A heavy hail storm passed over 
Worcester county Sunday afternoon, and 
hail as large as robins eggs fell, doing 
some damage to tomatoes, corn, and cut- 
ting the rhubarb almost in two. Potatoes 
are doing well, but everywhere abounds 
the potato bug, and this little pest is doing 
a great deal of damage and causing the 
farmers a good deal of work. Corn has 
made good progress, and is now in fine 
shape, but will soon need rain. Pastures 
are good and cattle are giving a good flow 
of milk. 
A Dry State. 


Tlie weather in Rhode Island has been 


clear and warm with no rainfall; rain is 
badly needed and tho streams are getting 
low. Vegetation on dry ground is suffer- 
ing for moisture, but crops are generally 
looking well and have made fine growth 
during the week. A light frost in Wash- 
ington county on the morning of the 17th.
